RULES OF DECORUM 
1ist.—The Association shall begin and end with prayer by 
the Moderator. 
2nd.—A Moderator and Clerk to be chosen of our body. 
3rd.—One person only shall speak at a time, who shall 


~ yise from his seat and address the Moderator and then 


speak. 

Ath—The person while speaking shall not be interrupted 
by any one except the Moderator; nor shall the Moderator 
interrupt any member, nor prevent his speaking until he 


gives his light on the subject, unless he shall violate the 


rules of decorum. 

5th.—The speaker shall strictly adhere to the subject and 
shall in nowise reflect on the imperfections of the persons 
that spoke before him, but shall fairly state the case and 
convey his idea as near as he can. 
~ 6th.—No member shall abruptly absent himself from the 
Association without leave from the Moderator. 

7th.—No person can speak more than three times on any 
one subject, nor more than five minutes at a time without 
leave from the Association. 

8th.—No person shall have the liberty of laughing or 
whispering during business or public speaking in the Associ- 
ation. 

9th.—No member of the Association shall address an- 
other by any other appellation than that of Brother. 

10th.—The names of the several members of the Associ- 
ation shall be enrolled by the Clerk and called over as often 
as the Association shall require. 











PROCEEDINGS 
WEST UNION ASSOCIATION, 1922 





The Fifty-third Annual Session of the West Union 
Association of United Baptists was held with the Pine Hill 
Church, Oneida, Tennessee, Friday, Saturday and Sunday, 
October 18, 14, 15, 1922. The Association was called to 
order by the Moderator, Elder R. D. Ellis. 

A sermon, introductory to the business of the associ- 
ation was preached by Elder J. B. Troxel, Winfield, Tennes- 
see.

The following 
action was taken: Whereas Hickory Grove Church is some- 
what divided among themselves, therefore be it ordered by 
this association, That both Letters be received and both 
factions be seated as one church, allowing them, all to- 
gether, the vote of one church, and further advises that 
the church reconsider its action and report to the next 
regular session of this association. 

At this point, Elders, J. H. Sharp of Big Emory As- 
sociation and J. S. Jeffers of Mt. Zion Association were 
appointed tellers to take the vote for Moderator and Assist- 
ant Moderator, Clerk and Assistant Clerk. Elder R. D. El- 
lis, Huntsville, Tenn., was chosen Moderator and Elder 
J. M. Chambers, Oneida, Tenn., was chosen Assistant Mod- 
erator. W. J. Jeffers, Oneida, Tenn., was reelected Clerk 
and J. S. Stanley, Winfield, Tenn., Assistant Clerk. 

Newly Organized Churches, Second Otter Creek and 
Kimberly. each presented letters, Articles of Faith and 
Rules of Decorum which were read and these churches to- 
gether with their delegates were received. 

Tunnel Hill Church also presented a letter which was 
received subject to final approval at the next annual meet- 
ing of this association by presenting to this association 
Articles of Faith and Rules of Decorum.
